Tba  executive  t*  too  hoed  tad  ruler  of 
lb*  political  cuuiuiuuity.  lie  u  *o  called 
becauM  be  eiocuLe*  ot  tui force*  lU*  Uwi 
which  the  legislative  bod;  enacts.  WitU 
o*  the  Freaufont  la  the  chief  executive 
hand  of  a  date ;  and  the  mayor  is,  or 
ought  U  be,  the  exauuUvu  bead  of  *  city. 

Large  powtre  art  usually,  and  ought  al¬ 
ary*  to  be.  given  to  an  executive  or  ruler; 
theta  power*  altould  be,  and  in  conatitu- 
tiaaal  governmauts  are,  strictly  limited ; 
but  within  the  liunt*  flxod  iu  the  couatitu- 
tion  the  ruler  abould  have  the  utmoat  die 
cr*Uup ,  for  thus  only  can  toe  be  held 
ruaponaihle  for  faithfully  executing  the 
dutiaa  ot  bia  office,  /teeponeUnlity  oan 
wMr  be  greater  the in  the  authority  given. 
Thua  you  can  aoe  that  to  tell  a  general  to 
win  a  battle,  end  leave  ling  to  maita.  lu» 
own  plana,  fa  t*  fix  upon  kfen  a  large  retpn 
aibility,  bocaaae  Uia  authority  ia  practical¬ 
ly  unlimited.  UUt  to  order  him  to  win  a 
battle  according  to  certain  plana  imposed 
on  him  by  a  council  of  war,  would  be  to 
cramp  and  limit  hi*  powers,  and  iu  the 
same  measure  to  Uaaen  his  responsibility — 
for,  if  he  were  beaten,  be  tni^ht  justly  aaj 
that  the  plan  ot  action  in  accordance  with 
which  he  was  compelled  to  ,-figiit  was  not 
the  bear,  end  that  defeat  was  not  hie  tault, 
but  the  fault  of  the  council,  which  impair¬ 
ed  hii  liberty  of  action ;  .hence  ha  would 
not  probably  exert  himself  to  the  utmost. 

One  of  the  moat  vicious  and  dangerous 
defects  in  a  scheme  of  government,  there¬ 
fore,  ia  a  mixed  and  ill  defined  responaibil 
ity.  Thus  if  the  executive  is  intrusted  to 
two  or  more  persona,  confusion  and  cor 
ruptiou  are  sure  to  result,  because  it  ia 
then  impossible  to  fix  the  blame  tor  mis- 
oonduct  upon  any  one  officer.  A  board  or 
commission,  as  an  executive  composed  of  u 
number  of  persons  is  called,  is  certain  to 
be  both  inefficient  and  corrupt.  This  is 
because  it  is  more  difficult  to  bring  several 
persons  to  a  prompt  decision  than  one; 
and  because  the  blame  for  inefficiency  or 
misconduct  ia  shifted  from  one  to  th  other, 
te  the  confusion  of  the  public,  which  can 
not  uffi  whom  to  punish. 

It  if  anotler  vicious  defect  to  tokffuway 
from  the  executive  head  the  appointment 
ot  his  subordinates,  for  he  can  not  justly 
6e  held  responsible  for  the  conduct  ol  per 


The  well,  of  eourse,  is  always  the  deen- 
cat,  and  if  tba  soil  ia  porous,  it  necessarily

It  seems  absurd  and  almoat  impossible 
that  the  recep table  provided  for  securing  a 
constant  supply  of  pure  water  should  be 
universally  so  constructed  that  every  possi¬ 
ble  opportunity  is  afforded  for  destroying 
the  purity  of  that  water ;  for  positively 
insuring  the  contamination  of  the  water  by 
ao  constructing  the  receptacle  for  refuse 
matter  that  the  liquid  can  realty  percolate 
through  it  into  the  well.  The  use  of  hy¬ 
draulic  cement  ia  these  conatructious 
would  obviate  all  this.  In  addition  to 
which  th*  Overflow  of  the  cesspool  should 
be  made  to  pass  through  charcoal ;  and, 
Anther,  dry  earth  or  charcoal  deodorixation 
should  be  constantly  used  in  the  privies. 

Nor*. — In  the  Dominion  of  Canada  I 
saw  last  month  the  moat  extensive  system 
ol  drainage  probably  ever  executed,  suc¬ 
cessfully  carried  out  under  the  combined 
action  ot  the  Government  and  individu- 
ala.  By  virtue  of  an  organic  law,  certain 
main  drains  of  great  extent  and  capacity 
are  opened  by  the  Government  and  paid  for 
by  a  general  assessment.  Connecting  with 
these  are  lateral  drains  opened  by  the 
owners  of  estates  at  their  own  expen*. 
Thorough  drainage  ot  an  extended  area  la 
thus  secured  by  a  general  and  uniform  ayr-

being  deprived  of  wbat  is  of  the  essence 
of  just  authority,  he  is  pretty  certain  to 
lone  that  strong  interest  in  the  conduct  of 
nffairs  which  he  is  compelled  to  feel  when 
Ike  eyes  of  the  people  nrc  fixed  upon  him 
ulnae,  and  be  in  his  single  person  ia  hsid 
responsible  lor  the  administration  ot  the 
public  business. 

In  a  well-ordered  free  government,  there 
fore,  the  executive  head,  being  chosen  for 
n  specified  time,  and  having  duties  aud 
powers  clearly  defined  and  limited,  ought 
to  possess  the  power  to  appoint  and  re¬ 
move  his  subordinates  *t  will.  Iu  that 
case  be  can  be  Justly  held  nfiputolble  by 
the  people  for  the  management  of  affairs. 

In  our  own  Federal  Government,  the 
Senate  has  an  advisory  power  in  regard  to 
appointments  made  by  the  President  (but 
none  as  to  removals);  and  to  that  extent 
the  Senate  ia  a  part  ot  tbe  executive.  This 
power  was  given  in  the  Constitution,  be¬ 
cause  those  who  framed  that  instrument 
were  more  fearful  of  the  tyranny  of  a  des 
potic  executive  than  of  the  worse,  because 
less  responsible,  tyranny  of  a  numerous 
boa;  like  Uta  deviate;  and  Believed  it 
necessary  to  guard  with  especial  care 
against  usurpation  by  the  President  If 
they  lived  at  this  day  .they  would  probably 
wish  to  remove  even  this  slight  check 
upon  the  appointing  power,  because  they 
would  see  that  there  is  but  little  reason  to 
fear  an  attack  upon  our  liberties  by  the 
President,  who  baa  a  limited  time  to  serve, 
and  may  be  impeachetlfiir  misgwvtrvnineat ; 
while  it  becomes  constantly  more  desir¬ 
able  to  fix  responsibility  for  misgovern- 
ment  upon  a  single  person,  iu  order  that 
the  people  may  more  eadily  understand 
upon  whom  and  how  to  visit  the  punish¬ 
ment. 

During  the  administration  of  President 
Johnson,  the  Congress  adopted  a  “  teuure 
of  office”  law,  which  protnbited  removals 
from  office  by  the  President  without  the 
oonsent  of  the  Senate.  The  result  was, 
however,  not  permanence  in  office,  but  the 
removal  of  many  good  officer*  who  Usd 
fallen  under  the  President's  dislike,  and 
the  appointment  in  their  places  of  incom¬ 
petent  men  who  were  favorites  of  senators 
or  representativea,  and  to  get  whom  into 
place  they  persuaded  the  Nenate  to  *gree 
to  removals.  Thus  the  public  service  was 
debauched,  and  yet  the  President  Was 
able  to  say  that  he  had  the  countenance  ot 
the  Senate  in  this  work  ;  and  blame  coaid 
not  be  fastened  upon  him  alone  A  more 
wily  and  untcrupulotn  President  than  Mr. 

Johnson  might  have  vtoy  gravely  injured 
tbe  pa  brio  service  under  rail  fiwfufi  Xtttf 
managed  te  escape  blame.
